BIG ITALIAN LOSSES IN 
NAVAL AND AIR BATTLE „,2"!z Of Threats 


By Our Naval Correspondent 
AST NIGHT THE BATTERED REMNANTS OF. THE ITALIAN 
BATTLE FLEET WERE SCURRYING BACK TO PORT, DECI- 
SIVELY BEATEN IN THE GREATEST NAVAL ACTION OF 
THE WAR. AS THEY FLED THEY WERE STILL BEING 
HARASSED AND BOMBED BY THE RAF AND FLEET AIR ARM. 


At least one Littorio battleship of 35,000 
tons, pride of the Italian navy, is severely 
damaged. Four cruisers have been hit, two 


of them being possibly sunk. 

And in the words of Mr. Alexander, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, “I don’t think there is much left of 
their destroyers.” 

With the battle still raging yesterday, only the 
earliest results of ihe action are so far known. But it 
seems that the Italians, daring at last to emerge from 
their funk-holes, sailed into the Eastern Mediterranean 
in an attempt at a major raid on our communications. 

Admiral Sir Andrew Cunningham’s fleet inter- 
cepted them. It was the day the Navy had been waiting 
for. 

But, as usual, the Italians—battleships, cruisers 
and destroyers—all scattered and ran for it. 

Here is the news of the action, as first received by 
the Admiralty: 

“ Naval operations of some importance are taking 
place in the Eastern Mediterranean. 

“So far only preliminary reports are available, 
but from these it appears that on Friday our naval 
forces operating under the command of Sir Andrew 
Cunningham sighted Italian forces consisting of 
battleships, cruisers and destroyers. 


Greeks Give A Hand 


“The enemy force scattered, but some units have 
been brought to action and it appears that so far at 
least one Littorio class battleship has been damaged 
and that two enemy cruisers are severely damaged. 

“ Naval aircraft and units of the RAF have carried 
out attacks, the results of which are not yet known. 

“Greek naval forces are taking part in these 
operations.” 

Mr. Alexander, First Lord of the Admiralty, gave 
further information later. “ I have good news for you,” 
he told a Brighton audience. 

The Littorio battleship, he said, was damaged 
severely. Of the two cruisers hit by the Navy, he 
said, “ I hope, maybe, they are sunk.” 

Now let the RAF take up the story. As the Italians 
fied for home a large force of our bombers made a 
heavy and successful attack ọn them in the Ionian 
Sea, off the west coast of Greece. 

Two cruisers and one destroyer were hit by heavy 
bombs, one of the cruisers being so heavily damaged 
that she stopped amid clouds of black and yellow 
smoke. 

An aircraft of the Fleet Air Arm, scouring the 
battle zone, also reported sighting Italian survivors 
on rafts. 


Wop Fleet Almost Shattered 


“It may therefore be presumed,” the Admiralty 
stated, “that at least one Italian ship has been sunk.” 

Further news of the battle, they stated, would be 
issued as soon as it was available. 

Mussolini, pathetically attempting to forestall the 
news of the British victory, yesterday claimed that 
Italian planes, attacking our convoys in the Ægean, 
had sunk a British cruiser and damaged two other 
cruisers and an aircraft carrier. 

HE MADE NO MENTION OF A FLEET 

ACTION. 

With “at least one” Littorio battleship damaged 
in the engagement, the Italian battle fleet is now 
almost shattered. = 

When Italy entered the war she had two of these 
battleships in commission, the Littorio and the 
Vittorio Veneto, and two others under construction. 

They are 35,000-ton ships with a speed of more 
than 30 knots and mount nine 15-in. guns. 

One of them, believed to be the Littorio, was badly 
damaged in the aerial torpedo attack on Taranto last 
November. She may have since been repaired. 

In addition, Italy had four Cavour class battle- 
ships, but one of these was sunk and the other very 
badly damaged at Taranto. 

Even the early reports of yesterday’s action make 
it clear, therefore, that Italy’s battle fleet will be 
incapable of action for a long time to come.

Jugoslavia had consented to 
become a passage for German 
trains into Greece And those 
trains, although they were sup- 
posed only to carry arms, would 
certainly have carried troops, It 
meant, of course, that within a 
few weeks Jtigoslavia would be 
overrun, and part of the Reich. 

But the Serbs remembered the 
last war, and their association 
with the British and the Greeks. 
They are a proud people, tough 
and vigorous, . There went from 
| end to end of the land a cry, 


‘We will not surrender.” Army 
veterans and Church leaders 
addressed vast meetings.

But there is, of course, more be- 
hind it than that. 

It means that, following Greece, 
one more democracy has decided 
that Great Britain has at least a 
sporting chance of winning. And 
it also means that, more certainly 
than before, Turkey is standing 
firm—and that Sir Stafford Cripps 
has been able to induce, in 
Moscow, a much more friendly 
attitude towards Turkey. 

Yes, there has come out of the 
Balkans a new great hope. 

A few days ago we could already 
visualise the Nazi legions thunder- 
ing through Jugoslavia, cutting off 
the left flank of the Greeks, thun- 
dering towards thé sea by a much 
more easy route than the moun- 
tainous route to Salonika. 

That fear, today. is over. It is 
Hitler who is wondering now. 
Foolishly, he committed himself, 
when Mussolini failed, to an ad- 
venture in the Balkans which 
meant what he had always tried 
to avoid—a war fought on two 
fronts. 

Now what will he do? His 
prestige has suffered a severe blow. 
An easy way into Greece was open. 
Now, it is closed to him. 

And if Jugoslavia goes to war 
her frontier would provide for 
us a way into Germany, at her 
most vulnerable point. 

Splendid as is the tidings from 
Belgrade, it complicates another 
problem—that of our supplies of 
arms. Now another country must 
be kept going. 

Like a flash, there came from 
Washington one more generous 
pledge—that Jugoslavia would be 
furnished. with all the arms that 
could be sent. But this means 
that America, “the arsenal of 
democracy,” has other urgent 
calls upon her resources.

HAT, today, is Germany’s in 
ternal position? 

I met, the other night, an Ameri: 
can who left Berlin a few weeks 
ago. He was, as are ingieed many 
of the people who,have lived, since 
the war started, on the German 
side, cynical about our idea tha 
we would create a split between 
the German people and the Nazis. 

“Naturally, the German popu 
lace want the war to end,” he said 
“They are always asking, ‘How 
long will it last?’ They see them- 
selves spreading right across 
Europe. They have got more than 
they want, and so they would wil- 
lingly make terms. 

“Food is rotten, and there is a 
great shortage of fats. But life 
goes on. You see little evidence of 
damage by air raids. The people § 
of Berlin, whenever a warning į 
sounds, rush down to their: 
shelters.” 

This American had obviously 
been influenced a lot by the opti- 
mistic talk around him. 

“You have not felt a quarter of 
what Goering’s aeroplanes would È 
be able to do to vou,” he said. 

“Nonsense,” I replied. “ Goer- 
ing, on several occasions, has done 
his worst.” 

But I could sense the sort of 3 
propaganda talk that is spread Ë 
around. 

He told how, if a German’s flat 
is bombed, and he could prove he £ 
was ina shelter, he was given ai 
new, one complete with furniture $ 
within a few days! 

It was hard to believe. 
a lot of other statements that 
might have been disheartening ? 
did I not know of the veil of È 
secrecy which prevents any real 
news from reaching the German 
people. 

They have read none of Roose- 
velt’s speeches. They know little 3 
of Mussolini’s plight. Only a few 
studied words about Jugoslavia’s 3 
uprising will reach them.

By day, with no stops for 
meals, his convoy followed an 
officer in a car which had been 
fitted with “axe-bumpers to cut 
down trees 

In his tracks the first British 
military road in Abyssinia was 
roughly laid. Result: another sur- 
prise for the Italians. 

Here the tale is taken up by 
Pilot-Officer Reg Collis, who flew 
an envoy of the Emperor to a 
secret meeting of patriot Ethiopian 
chiefs. 

It meant a nightmare journey 
across hundreds of miles of track- 
less jungle in an unarmed single- 
engined machine. It meant a 
desperate dart through a sky criss- 
crossed by Italian flying patrols. 


INSTINCT 
WAS RIGHT 


With a sergeant observer, Pilot 
Collis volunteered for the job. The 
plane was laden with stores and 
petrol for the return flight and 
lumbered off heavily from a South 
Sudan airfield 

Fifty miles across the border he 
picked up his first landmark—and 
found it completely wrongly 
mapped! 

He climbed to cross an indicated 
mountain range and discovered 
that according to the altitude 
given, he would crash into their 
peaks. His maps erred by 2,000 
feet! 

Then the pilot began to realise 
that he was over territory of 
which nobody really knew any- 
thing. 

‘I shrugged my shoulders,” he 
says. “ and trusted to instinct.” 

Instinct that was dead right! 

Punctually to the promised tick 
the plane flew over a clearing 
concealed at the edge of an 8.000 
ft plateau Ringed by native 
warriors. it might nave been 
missed had he been five miles out 
of his course—missed by many 
miles had he followed the map 

Landing on its bumpy surface 
was easier than taking off after 


the envoy had held an all-night 
conference. Over the mole-hills 
the machine bucked and plunged 
like a mule. 

Collis set his teeth. 

“Try again!” he said. He was 
a jungle veteran of many long and 
arduous raids. But for the second 
time his take-off failed. 

There was nothing for it but to 
marshal hundreds of Abyssinians 
into a clearance gang, tearing out 
every mole-hill, levelling the land. 

Two days later Collis’s plane 
sped over the new runway and 
brought back the envoy safe to the 
British aerodrome. 

When the full story is told his- 
tory will ring the praises of such 
men. They are the Lawrences of 
Abyssinia. 

One British officer has a reward 
of five hundred thalers on his 
head, dead or alive. Before the 
war he was a gold-miner in those 
Red Sea hills from which Rider 
Haggard gained the theme and 
atmosphere for “King Solomon’s 
Mines.” 


DISGUISED 
AS A NATIVE 


Now his personal adventures go 
far beyond a novelist’s imagina- 
tion. 

Always in touch with the 
guerillas, he pierces the enemy 
lines as if they were park fences. 
Once, for his own very good pur- 
poses, he disguised himself in 
Abyssinian clothes and, cucumber- 
cool, strolled around a big Italian 
post on the Gondar-Metemma 
road. 

Another of his men penetrated 
in the guise of a forage merchant

There is one other hero, last, 
not least. His name is Major 
Robert Preller, The official cita- 
tion mentioned that he gained the 
D.F.C. “for an act of courage 
which amazed all South Africa.” 

“This officer.” it continued, 
“has shown marked determina- 
tion in leading his squadron and 
in individual operations. He im- 
bued his squadron with his own 
offensive spirit to a remarkable 
degree.” 

That is not all. 

Seventy miles inside the border 
in enemy territory, one day, 
Preller’s plane was shot down. 
With his crew of two, he had 
nothing but an apple or two, some 
chewing gum, some chocolate and 
their partly emptied bottles of 
water, 

Preller set the machine ablaze 
lest its secrets should fall into 
enemy hands. Then he set out to 
march with his crew on the awful 
trek back to British country. 

Sometimes, when enemy planes 
circled overhead, they had to 
hide. Sometimes they had to 
circle to skirt enemy posts. 

Their food gave out. They had 
no more water, except at the 
animal drinking holes they some- 
times discovered, brackish and 
muddy. 

After days of hiding, walking, 
wandering, the crew gave up. 
They were utterly exhausted.

SOVIET POLICY HARDENS 


Nazi Dilemma 


In Balkans 


BY OUR DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENT 


UGOSLAVIA’S CHANGE 
BROUGHT ABOUT AN 


OF GOVERNMENT HAS 
ASTONISHING TRANS- 


FORMATION OF THE BALKAN SITUATION. 


This free people’s stand 
against the Axis Powers 
places the Nazis in a grave 
dilemma. It may mark the 
beginning of new and 
vigorous — and  positive— 
action against Hitler. 


And there is reason to believe 
that Russia considers herself 
directly concerned. 

I gather that the Soviet now 
intends to enter the field of 
Balkan  politics—independently 
and irrespective of Allied policy. 
As yet there is no official con- 

firmation of this, but I understand 
that the Soviets have again warned 
Germany against an attack on 
Jugoslavia. 

Behind the scenes German diplo- 
macy is working at` white-hot 
pressure to reverse the Russian 
attitude, but apparently without 
much hope of success. 

Events in the Balkans may now 
be expected to move at bewildering 
speed, but I can isolate certain 
realities round which the situation 
must develop, no matter how Hitler 
may try to cloud the issue. 


Problems 


He is now confronted by a five- 
fold problem, and must solve it 
soon to escape a major disaster. 
He has no time to lose, for Musso- 
lini is on his last legs. 


1. Hitler must find an alterna- 
tive method of getting Greece 
out of the war quickly—before 
the repercussions of the , East 
African collapse break the last 
of the Fascist morale in Albania 
and, afterwards, in Italy. The 
Jugoslav stand has made the 
single Struma Valley line of at- 
tack from Bulgaria an ertremely 
hazardous affair without any 
guarantee of success. 

2. He will have to make up his 
mind how best to hold Jugo- 
slavia, and, if force be neces- 
sary, which part of the thinly 
spread Nazi armies can be used 
for this purpose. 

3. Hitler must seek some way 
to fend Russia off. How? 

4. He is anxious to counter the 
calm confidence of the Allies. | 
which has lately forced his 
hands and exposed his cards. 

5. Finally, if he cannot by 
| hook or by crook wean Turkey | 

from her alliance with Britain, 

he may be driven, in view of his 

Jugoslav difficulties, to abandon 

his contemplated Balkan thrust. 

None knows better than the 
German dictator that a single big 
disaster to the hitherto invincible 
[Nazi army might bring down the 
Nazi régime like a house of cards. 


Ludicrous 


As events are shaping, it will not 
be enough for Hitler to solve part 
of his problem, It will have to be 
all or nothing. The realists in the 
Nazi High Command must know 
that Britain and the Allies will not 
be slow to turn every Balkan occa- 
sion to their advantage as oppor- 
tunity offers. 

The Jugoslav stand has also had 
another and hardly less damaging 
effect on the Axis war plan as a 
whole. It has damaged Hitler’s 
reputation fot infallibility and 
invincibility in neutral countries. 

In diplomatic circles people are 
still laughing at the ludicrous eg | 
trast—created in a single day— 
between the blare of Ribbentrop’s 
bombast in Vienna, when the Jugo- 
slav Quislings “signed on the 
dotted line,” and the events of the 
next twenty-four hours, when a 
| free and brave people “ found its 
soul again ” and threw the whole | 
Nazi conception of a New Order) 
into the diplomatic dustbin. 

But these repercussions go even 
further. It is no secret that Hitler 
had timed his moves to impress 
Mr. Matsuoka with a series of 
major diplomatic victories—and 
possibly military and naval 
triumphs—hoping thus to per- 
suade Japan into active inter- 
vention on his behalf in the Far 
East , 

Instead the Tokio Government’s
